Only Qod knows when 
and wlier<< t he ingenuity of man will Had a 
limit to Its invention of inatrumeiits for the 
destruction of human Ufa 

There are many young men wlio can re- 
member when the aporteman used to carry 
his shot-pouoh on one aide and his powder- 
horn on the other. The soldier wa^ no l>etter 
e<piippe l .-Vt everj' charge it \>a^ if -.^ iry 
to lo.id with powder and t>all ami cup— no 
ea^sy matter with an aneiQy advaadag at toe 

double quick. , 

It was considered a great improvement 
when the powder was prepared for use in a 
paper bag, so that tbe powder-horn could t>e 
dispeiused with, and tbe soldier only h«d to 
bite otf tbe end of the bag. After a while 
powder and l>all were packed together, and 
when the fuimination cap was mode part of 
the cartridge, it seeme 1 as if, in this matter, 
perfection had been gained. 

But not at all. The shell of the cartridge 
is still a uuuiauce, and a new shell has tieen 
invented. It is made of an orgauio sub- 
Rtanc*e so li^ht as gre:itly to reduce tbe 
weight of the soldier's cartridge— uu slight 
advantage oo a long march. It ia aa thin as 
a piece of paper, and yet it is aa Arm as cop- 
per; and, beet of all, it is su inflammable 
that when the gun is discharged not a veit- 
tige of the cartridge remains even lu the 
form of dirt in the barrel of the weapon. 

Tbe new arms are alill ftirther improved 
by the adoption of a new material for the 
balL Lead is heavy, but ita penetrating 
power ia comparatively anuUL The new 
cartridge is of a lighter and more pon^ 
trafing material, which will pieroe iolid j 
timbers to a distance of one foot, and will I 
pass through a pUte of iron two inohas | 
thiok.

Ivite 
in the afternoon on Monday the sky became 
thick with black clouds, and the dei. p-ion-d 
thunder and frightful flashes of lightning 
in(licat<sl tbe ap|>tuirance of some kind of a 
stoi'Tn of unusual severity.

PLANTA TIONS IN SAMOA. 

What is B alee d — Wlwra the Oarmaoe Ob> 
tain their Labor. 

Nmr York, May »,— Mr, Bew,)ll, the 

American consul mineral at Apia. ~a . - that 
the German plant i' ions in .Samoa coiiipi i^e 
tho greater part nf ihe cultivate 1 l.iiid on 
tbe north side of the island of Upolu. The 
total area of those phtntatioaa ii V,iMO oorae; 
they have been hihl out with great oar., aad 
la baaaty ot scenery and rioh fertility tba 
views among thoin can not l>e aurpaased. 

They are 'aitable of producing anything 
that will grow In the tropics. Tie y are 
mainly planted with cocoanuts, for the pro- 
duction of copra, the dried kernel of the nut. 
The annual production of this is between 609 
and 000 tona After clearing cotton !• 
phuited, and thie is gro#n for three years; 
thea ooooannte are planted and graaa ia 
sown, and until tJbw trees are large enongh 
to allow oattle to run among them aome 
cotton is still gatberol, .Vfter six years 
cattle are admitted, for by thia time the 
trese have grown so tbat cattle cannot in- 
jure them, , The seventh year the treee be- 
gin to bear, and at fifteen years after pkat- 
ing they attain their prime. 

The graaa grows luxuriantly in Samoa, for 
drouth la unknown there, and cattle find . 
among the ooooanut treas rich feeding 
ground. On the two largest plantations 
there are 1 ,0'JU head of rattle. There are 
also some fine horses. Next to cocoanuts 
and cotton coffee is the most important 
product. It is of excellent quality, rivaling 
the finest Mocha. 

These plantations are worked by imported 
labor, for tbe Sainoans will not work. This 
labor is recruited cbiilly from the islands to 
tbe west of SamiMi, tho Now Hebrides, Sokn 
mon, NeMT Britain aud New Ireland islands; 
also from SlUoeaad Otlbert kdaado, to tba 
north. 

As a rule, the labor trale is liiimaiiely 
conducted by the (lernian labor vessels, yet 
it isii.it wliollv lobtie 1 of Its horrors.
